Applicants' amendment filed on November 10, 2003 has been entered on 
December 09, 2003 and the Supplemental amendment filed on February 13, 2004 has 
been entered on February 17, 2004.

5-12 as previously amended and presently recited in the Supplemental amendment and 
claims 18.19 and 20 as amended by the Supplementary amendment and claims 21 as 
previously amended and claims 24-25 as newly added by the amendment of December 
09. 2003 are presently pending in the Application, 

Claims 13-17 are indicated as cancelled in the amendment of Feb. 17, 2004 
and claims 22-23 are cancelled by the amendment of Feb, 17, 2004. 

Examiner's Amendment

The application has been amended as follows : 
Claim 1 ( twice amended) : A method for manufacturing a nano-tube comprising the 
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steps of : 

(arranging) providing a first electrode and a second electrode to be opposite 
each other, said second electrode being made of a material including carbon material ; 

applying a voltage between said first electrode and said second electrode to 
carry out arc discharge for a period of three seconds or less between said first electrode 
and predetermined regions of said second electrode ; and 

treating the carbon material on said predetermined regions of said second 
electrode to the arc discharge so as to transform the carbon material on said 
predetermined regions of said second electrode into nanotube on a surface of said 
second (substrate ) electrodes at said predetermined regions. 

Claim 2 ( twice amended ) The method defined in claim 1 , wherein : 

said step of treating said carbon material on said predetermined region of said 
electrode is carried out while moving a torch electrode provided at an arc torch of the 
first electrode and said second electrode relatively to each other. 

Claim 18 ( twice amended) : A method for manufacturing a nano-tube comprising the 
steps of : 

providing a first electrode and a second electrode to be opposite each other, 
said second electrode being made of a material including carbon material ; 

applying a voltage between said first electrode and said second electrode to 
generate arc discharge for a period of three seconds or less between said first electrode 
and predetermined regions of said second electrode ; and 
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treating the carbon material on said predetermined regions of said second 
electrode to the arc discharge so as to transform the carbon material on said 
predetermined regions of said second electrode in to nano-tube on a surface of said 
second (substrate) electrode at said predetermined regions while moving a torch 
electrode provided at an arc torch of said first electrode and second electrode relatively 
to each other . 

Claim 19 { twice amended) : A method for manufacturing a nano-tube comprising the 
steps of : 

providing a first electrode and a second electrode to be opposite each other, 
said second electrode being made of a material including carbon material having a 
predetermined metal catalyst pattern ; 

applying a voltage between said first electrode and said electrode to generate arc 
discharge for a period of three seconds or less between said first electrode and 
predetermined regions of said second electrode ; and 

treating the carbon material on said predetermined regions of said second 
electrode to the arc discharge so as to transform the carbon material on said 
predetermined regions of said second electrode in to nano-tube on a surface of said 
second (substrate) electrode at said predetermined regions. 



Claim 20 ( twice amended) A method for manufacturing a nano-tube comprising the 
steps of : 
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providing a first electrode and a second electrode to be opposite each other, 
said second electrode being made of a material including carbon material; 

providing a mask having openings, said mask separated from and above a 
surface of sgid second electrode : 

applying a voltage between said first electrode and said electrode to generate arc 
discharge for a period of three seconds or less between said first electrode and 
predetermined regions of said second electrode ; and 

treating the carbon material on said predetermined regions of said second 
electrode to the arc discharge so as to transform the carbon material on said 
predetermined regions of said second electrode in to nano-tube on a surface of said 
second (substrate) electrode at said predetermined regions.

Reasons for allowance 

Claims 1-12 and 18-21 and 24-25 are allowed.

The prior art taken either singularly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly 
suggest the limitation of the dependent claims, in such manner that a rejection under 35 
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U.S.C. 102 or 103 would be proper. The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the 
claimed features as presented in independent claims, which include a method for 
manufacturing a nano-tube comprising the steps of : arranging a first electrode and a 
second electrode to be opposite each other, said second electrode being made of a 
material including a carbon and applying a voltage between the first electrode and said 
second electrode to carry out arc discharge for a period of three seconds or less 
between said first electrode . ( the prior art teaches arc discharge for a period of three 
minutes or more).
